THE HOLY WAR IN CANADA.

OTTAWA, Ont., Feb. 14.—The political
situdtion in Canadais alarneing,and un-
leas active mcasures are taken immed-
ately by the government to divert public
attention from the French gnestion the
results may be disastrous. Theintrodue
tion 10 the commons yesterday by Dalton
McCarthg of a bill abolishing ¥rench a8
the official language in Canada, was the
signal for the flercest opposition from
thie French members on both sides of the
house. Sir Hector Langevin, minister of
public works, made 8 strong specch
against the bill, and characterized Me-
Carthy asa fauvatic of the worst type.
He said the French in Quebec would pro-
tect their rights at the point of the buy -
opet. Charlton, Protestant, said tle
minister's remarks should not be toler-
uted in a British country. Excitement
during the session ran very high.

MORPHINE WAS HIS FOOD.

Tacoma, Feb. 14.—E P. Griswold was
found Iying in the Beehive lodging honse
to-day, unconscious from the cffects of
an overdose of morphioe. In the man's
arms was & glaes water-pilcher, empty
and by his side was found an empty
morphine bottle. Tafe hud beeu extinct
only a short time, as the body when ex
amined was still warm and himp. Among
the man’s effects were found in lus
pockets five empty one-eighth ounce sul-
phute of morphia bottles, un empty
whisky bottle, beside lelters, papers, a
gold wateh, and about §8 in cash. Un-
der the bed were five boxes, esch con-
teining twelve boltles the same as thoee
found 10 the man’s pocket, but only six
or seven wers empty. Tne body of the
dead man showed the effects of the habit
he was a slave to. In his pockects were
found papers und letters that fixed his
identity beyond a donbt.

GOLD BONANZA IN CHINA.

Cmicaco, Feb. 14.—A conference of
great importance was held to-dsy be-
tween two Chinese dignitaries and rep-
reseniatives of the Lig miniog company
muchinary firm of Fraser and Chalmers
of this city. 'The result was that
negotistions were formally entered 1nto
laoking to the construetion of a 300-stamp
mill for the moontains of Cluou. The
magnitude of the deal may be understood
that the mills, set up complete, will cost
nearly $400,000, this including transport-
ation, labor, ete. The Chinese informed
them that there had been discovered the
richest and most extensive gold-bearing
lesd m the world. The Chinese for
mapy years have known that the moun-
tains of Tai-8han, 1n the provioce ot
Shan-Tan contain gold, but not uptil a
year ago did they realize the extent of it,
when some one who had worked in the
mines and mills in Cahifornia began pros-
pecting and discovered a bonnuza, erected
a rude mill and from the outset the pro-
duct of gold was enormous. They
claim that vot s ton of ere taken out has
yielded less than $700, while much of it
bas run into the thousands,

Paun, Feb. 16.—Iodian Agent
Cransie, ot the Devil's Lake reservation,
in North Dakola, told & Pioneer Press re-
porter to day that the destitution smong
the Tudians at that sgency bad been un-
derstated. The winter hna been wery
severe und, 1n his opinion, if the §3000
recently authonzed for their felief by the
president, be delayed longer, there would
be feww Indisns te receive any benefits
therefrom. He says that uoless more
help is quickly furnished it is doubtful
whether the 800 Indians on the reserva-
tion will live until spring. Already a
number of deaths have resulted from
starvation.

THE FATAL INFLUENZA,

Misnearorrs. Feb. 18 —Reports from
the Mille Lac Indian resrrvation in ad-
vance of the visiting commission, indicate
the presence of the severe aod fatal epi-
demic, la grippe. Itissaid to be quite
equal to an epidemic of smallpox, and in
some encampments there bave not been
coough well Indians to feed the sick,
even if they bhad sofficient food. The
bead chiefs are expecting mid from the
government, 1 respopse to telegrams
scot to Washington, but none has come.
An estimate pisces the deaths at from
forty to fifty. Indian Agent Schuler has
sent medical aid and some supplies from
Brainerd, Minn.

KILLED IN HERL BED.
McMisxviLLE, Feb. 17.—Yesterduy a
report was brought to fown that Mrs. N.
L. Beott, living fourteen miles distant, on
the road to Salem, had committed snicide
Ly shooting herself in the head. Later
1t was-lenrned that a most shocking maur-
der hod been committed.

Mrs, Scott resided in  McMinnville for
soveral years, until last summer, when
she wus married to a well-to-do furmer of
this county and removed to bis home.
The husband’s story 1s that he arose Sun-
day morning about 7 o'clock and went
to ghe barn to feed the stock, leaving his
wife otill in bed, As she was complain-
ing of a slight beadache, he told her to
lie s long as she wished, as it was Sun-
day and there was po nced of hurry.
Boon after he went to the barn he beard
the report of & gun, but as shooting in
the vicinity was not uncommon he paid
no attention to it. About twenty min-
ules later be heard another shot, he went
to the hoose and found his wile lying
on the porch in her night clothes; in the
last sgonies of death, snd blood flowing
from three ugly wounds, He spoke to
her but recelved no reply. He then ap-
lE»rl:uz{:l the neighbois snd a boy was sent
or the coroner.

The verdict of the jury was that the
decensed was murdered by some un-
kpown person by three gonshot wounds
made by No. 6 birdshot from a shotgun.
The first two scem to bave been lired
at once ' into the woman's 1sce when she
was lying in bed, one charge striking 10
the cunter of the forchead, the other
plowiog tbrough the right temple and
setting the pillow oo fire. The chsrge
did not go tbrough the head, and she
cither arose or was carried our throogh
the bedroom and througn the kitchen on
to the porch, where another churge was
fired at close ravge into her right lung
tbrough her right shoulder-blade, where
ghe fell and was fosnd by ber busband.
The dog ran out ioto the orchard bark-
ing, and Scott thinks he saw a man ron-
ning awny through the orchard.
urdaman Scott, stepson of the de-
ceased, wai seen bere to day, and saya
the old felks got along as happily as
could be. The people throughout the
country sre greatly shocked, .as Mre.
Bcott was well koown and bighly re-
spected. Bhe has oneson, Frank A. Cook,
of Portland, in the giocery Lusiness, and
avother in Califoroia.

No csuse 1s known for this mvsterious
and awful crime. The atrocity of it
scems to exceed that of the murder of
Curker with an sx at Lafayette some
years sgo, for which Murple was hung,
and even the murder of Mrs. Petch, 1n
1882, for which G. W. Smith was convict-
ed but committed suicide by taking mor-
phine in the Lafayette jmlto aur bang-
ing. One theory is “that 1t is the work
of a tramp, as the shotgun with which the
killing, was done was in the bedroum of
the decessed, und being loaded weas a
handy and fatal weapon to cover up sn-
other crime, but as her money end valu-
ables were undisturbed snother con-
clusion. is thut she wsasin the way of
property that might go to others.

The testimony before the coroner's
jury disproved all possmbility of suicide,
us the shotgon with which the work
seems to bave been done was lying across
the bed, huving been put there after the
victim had left the bed. Ope barrel was
loaded, but scems to bave been reloaded,
us there were some exploded percussion
caps about theroom. A map also lay
across Lthe bed.

Decensed was 8 weil-buoilt, well-pre-
served woman, of - fair complexion, and
was 50 well known here that two persons
are together but a few mioutes without
speaking ol the crime. Ehe was 58 years
ola, and sffectionably known us “Aunty
Cook."
